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Immigration Reform; 
The Good, The Bad and The Ugly

“Well, didn't they know that 
this could happen when they made 
the decision to come here and break 
the law?” one of the commissioners 
asked this week on the issue of ICE 
raids and deportations that are split- 
ting up mixed-status families and 
placing children into county foster 
care programs. 

“Didn’t they think about that 
before they had children?” he 
continued. 

Anger was evident in the tone 
of that statement; and evident too 
was that it was intended more as 
an opinion than a question. It was 
delivered as if a fact; in the tenor of 
a parent telling a problematic child 
that forethought was missing and a 
punishment was forthcoming. 

The immigration debate on 


Capitol Hill and in the media is bur- 
dened with these opinion-questions. 
They are present most places where 
the debate flares. 

“We are a Nation of Laws.” 
“What about ‘illegal’ in ‘illegal 
alien’ don’t they understand?” 

Ah, yes; the ‘we-they’ state- 
ments. 

SB 1348: The good, the bad 
and the ugly 

Agreement abounds that the 
U.S. immigration system is flawed 
and needs serious revision, but there 
is also strong disagreement on the 
methods to correct it.

Gregorio Mora-Torres, Ph.D. 
and professor in the Mexican Amer- 
ican Studies Department at San Jose 
State University (SJSU) is request- 
ing interviews with people who 
are willing to share their personal 
stories or memories of San Jose’s 
fruitful past for a project whose 
goal is to reconstruct the history of 
Mexicans in Northern California. 

This project, ten years in the 
making, seeks to unearth the stories, 
lives and contributions of Mexicans 
that were living in and around San 
Jose anytime between the early 
1900’s and 1985. 

He says, “Today if you talk 
to Mexicanos or Latinos they see 
themselves as outsiders, they don’t 


have a sense of belonging or a 
sense of historical connection. | 
want Mexicanos to know their own 
history in San Jose. Their roots [in 
Northern California] go as far back 
as 1777 and even before that.” 

There are hardly any published 
works that recount the history of 
Mexicans in Northern California. 
This is one reason why Mora-Tor- 
res envisioned a two-part series 
chronicling a history of Mexicans 
in this area. 

He says, “Its important to re- 
cord the memoirs and the voices of 
the people... all these people have a 
story to tell about who they are. It’s 
the legacy they are going to leave to 
their descendants.” 

Another reason for this project 
is for its capability of dramati- 
cally changing the perspective from

which students have been taught 
history. The findings compiled 
after researching countless public 
documents, memoirs, and archival 
newspapers as well as through 
conducting actual interviews will 
be published in books accessible to 
all history teachers. 
Consequently students and 
children of Mexican decent will 
have more in which to build their 
identity and sense of historical con- 
nection to San Jose, Mora-Torres 
says, “This type of information can 
empower people to demand access 
because it shows that they have been 
a part of American society.” 
People of all ethnicities can 
contribute to this construction of 
Mexican history. Interviewees are 
entitled to say what they want and 
include whatever they feel is nece- 
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ssary, such as photos or journals, 
to accurately depict their personal 
history. 

These stories will weave an 
intricate web of connections re- 
vealing a sense of belonging and 
identity in the Mexican community 
of San Jose.

Remembering a Bay Area soccer pioneer

The city of San Jose will honor 
the late Umberto Abronzino by 
naming the new soccer bowl at 
Watson Park after him. 

On Tuesday May 15, San Jose 
City Council members approved the 
recommendation that the new soc- 
cer bowl on the corner of Jackson 
Avenue and 22nd Street be named 
“Umberto Abronzino Soccer Bowl 
at Watson Park.” 

Abronzino, an Italian immi- 
grant, came to the United States in 
1931. He was one of the founders 
of the Peninsula Soccer League. He 
went on to form several adult, youth, 
co-ed, and women soccer leagues. 
He was inducted into the California 
Soccer Association Hall of Fame 
in 1964 and into the United States 
Soccer Federation Hall of Fame in 
1971. In 1994 he was selected as 
Italy’s ambassador to the World 
Cup USA. Abronzino passed away 
on July 1, 2006 at age 85 only days 
before Italy’s victory in the World 
Cup Germany. 

“He dedicated two thirds of 
his life to promoting soccer in the 
Bay Area,” said Aldo Abronzino, 
51, Umberto Abronzino’s son. “On 
behalf of my family it would be an 
honor to keep his legacy alive.” 

When Umberto Abronzino was 
a young boy in Italy, he and his 
friends did not have a soccer ball 
to play with. They fastened rags 
together and used that as a ball. One 
day an American GI gave them a 
real soccer ball after watching them 
play. “It’s ironic how an American 
made such a great contribution to 


my father in Italy, and later my father 
came to America and gave so much 
back in return,” said Abronzino. 

Friends of Abronzino remember 
going to his barber shop on Bascom 
Avenue in San Jose to talk about 
soccer. “His barber shop was a front 
for his soccer, and I don’t mean it in 
a bad way. I only saw him cut hair a 
few times,” said Marc Boyd, a fel- 
low referee and friend of Abronzino. 
“He pretty much organized soccer 
in this valley. Everything was run 
from his barber shop. He was like 
a pioneer.” 

“Thanks to him Latinos in the 
Bay Area have soccer leagues,” said

Raul Arriaga, who met Abronzino 
on a soccer field in 1976. “We all 
had so much respect for him as a 
referee. We respected his judgment 
because of all the years he dedicated 
to soccer. He understood Spanish 
because he had been around Latinos 
for such a long time.” 

The soccer bowl at Watson 
Park, which was Abronzino’s sec- 
ond home, will soon close for 
restoration. 

It is scheduled to reopen in 
the summer of 2009 better than 
ever with lights, artificial turf, and 
a memorial honoring Umberto 
Abronzino.<>

SB-1348 looks to give most of U.S. 
undocumented residents the chance 
to live and work without intimida- 
tion or fear, but with huge fines 
and after navigating a labyrinth of 
requirements. 

The bad: it also looks to elimi- 
nate family-based immigration in 
the future and replace it with em- 
ployment-based requirements based 
on a point system that businesses 
are already touting create barriers to 
meeting worker-shortages projected 


by 2020. 

The ugly: SB-1348 also calls 
for the creation of a temporary 
worker program that encourages 
a more profound exploitation of 
those who already do the jobs most 
Americans find unpleasant. 

Punitive or Correctional — 
backward or forward thinking? 

As the debate in the Senate 
becomes weary, will revisions and 
amendments be represented with pu- 
nitive or correctional measures; with 


remedial or bureaucratic avenues? 

For example, Senator Chuck 
Grassley — the ranking Republican 
on the Senate Finance Committee 
— introduced an amendment to SB 
1348 today that would deny judicial 
review for people who have visas 
revoked. 

He presented it as a “common 
sense” revision; one that assumes a 
government official will never make 
a mistake when revoking a visa and 
therefore a law must be created to 


insure that an impartial hearing is 
denied. 

When the AgJOBS language 
was recently included in the text of 
the SB 1348, Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein said: “Every poll in California 
— which has approximately three 
million people in undocumented 
status, indicates that 80 percent of 
the people want to see a pathway 
so that people can come out of the 
shadows, work legally, work hon- 
estly, and prevent this sub rosa work 
force... Please don’t let perfect be 
the enemy of the good.” 


Ma Calebrot 
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“Immigration law is unnatu- 
ral,” observed community activist 
Teresa Castellanos. “Its unrealistic,” 
she noted the discussion on the 
viability of enforcing policies that 
keep families separated or those that 
require behaviors that leave no room 
for accidents. >

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Gran jurado de California recomienda verificar estatus migratorio

Los Angeles (EFE) — Un 
gran jurado de Orange recomendó 
que las ciudades más grandes del 
condado como Santa Ana y Ana- 
heim revisen el estatus migratorio 
de sus presidiarios. 

La recomendación sugiere que 
los funcionarios de las siete ciu- 
dades más grandes del condado de 
Orange sean entrenados por el ser- 
vicio del Servicio de Inmigración 
y Aduanas (ICE, en inglés) para 
realizar revisiones y determinar 


la situación legal de los inmigran- - 


tes detenidos en las cárceles del 
condado. 

El informe dado a conocer 
plantea la posibilidad de que las 
revisiones sean realizadas por el 
Departamento del Alguacil del 
condado y resalta que el objetivo 
de las investigaciones será remitir 
los casos de indocumentados a las 
autoridades federales. 

El reporte, que señala las ciu- 
dades de Anaheim, Santa Ana, Hun- 


California depende de 
graduados universitarios 


Si California no incrementa 
drásticamente sus políticas para 
que más estudiantes se gradúen de 
la universidad, el estado no logrará 
alcanzar sus metas económicas para 
el 2025, según un estudio. 

El estudio “¿Puede California 
importar suficientes graduados de 
universidad para llenar sus nece- 
sidades laborales?” del Instituto 
de Política Pública de California 
(PPIC, en inglés) urge al gobierno 
estatal y federal a que tomen medi- 
das para contrarrestar el déficit de 
profesionales proyectado para los 
próximos 20 años en el estado. 

La investigación, elaborada 
por Hans P. Jonson y Deborah Reed, 
señala también que una política 
migratoria basada más en la que ca- 
pacitación laboral que en los nexos 
familiares ayudaría a cumplir las 
metas comfiticas del estado. 

“Inevitablemente, si los niveles 
de educación en el estado no se 
elevan, la economía se ajustará 
de una u otra manera”, afirmó la 
economista y Directora de Investi- 
gación de PPIC, Deborah Reed, en 
la presentación del estudio. 

“La fuerza laboral de 2025 
estará capacitada, pero no tanto, y 
la economía-no será tan productiva 
ni los ingresos tan altos como las 
proyecciones actuales sugieren”, 
afirmó la experta. 

Sobre la base de investigacio- 
nes previas del PPIC, el estudio 
proyecta que para 2025, sólo el 32% 
de los trabajadores adultos (25 a 64 
años) tendrá un grado universitario, 
un aumento de sólo 1 punto porcen- 
tual con respecto al 2005. 

En contraposición, las más re- 
cientes proyecciones de desarrollo 
ecónómico indican qué el 41% de 
los trabajadores debería tener un 
título universitario para el 2025. 

“Es muy importante que la co- 


munidad y los políticos establezcan 
programas que estimulen el acceso 
a la educación universitaria en Cali- 
fornia”, explicó Eduardo Martínez, 
investigador de la Corporación 
de Desarrollo Económico de Los 
Ángeles (LAEDC, en inglés) 
Según las cifras investigadas, 
de 1995 a 2005, más de un millón 
de adultos entre 20 y 64 años, que 


no tenían grado universitario se . 


fueron de California, mientras que 
cerca de 100,000 graduados de la 
universidad, llegaron al estado. . 

“Las tendencias recientes 
muestran que la migración de gra- 
duados universitarios desde otros 
estados ha sido poca para proveer el 
número suficiente que la economía 
necesita”, asegura el informe. 

Al analizar el flujo de profesio- 
nales universitarios que llegaron al 
estado provenientes de otros países, 
el reporte encontró que aunque en: 
el período 2000-2005 un tercio de 
la migración internacional en Cali- 
fornia tenía grado universitario, no 


ha sido suficiente para llenar las - 


necesidades. 

“Siguen llegando profesionales 
de otros países, especialmente a Los 
Ángeles”, afirmó Martínez, “pero, 
para los profesionales de California 
cada vez será más difícil quedarse 
en el estado”. 

De los graduados universita- 
rios llegados a California entre 1995 
y 2005, los mayores porcentajes 
(más del 40%) provienen de India, 
Filipinas y China. De México, 
según el informe, ha llegado un 7% 
de los casi 600,000 profesionales 
registrados. 

“Las proyecciones de po- 
blación muestran que sin un cambio 
dramático, el estado no tendrá el 
número de graduados universitarias 
requeridos para la economía del ma- 
ñana”, concluye el estudio. EFE 
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tington Beach, Irvine, Orange, Full- 
erton y Garden Grove, ya comenzó a 
generar polémica.

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Hispanic leaders want changes to immigration reform bill

Washington (EFE) — Rep- 
resentatives of the U.S. Hispanic 
community continued to press for 
changes to key provisions of the im- 
migration reform bill being debated 
in the Senate, a measure they view 
as too restrictive. 

Groups united under the ban- 
ner of the National Latino Con- 
gress expressed in the Senate their 
rejection of the bill put together 


last week by a bipartisan group of: 


lawmakers in consultation with the 
White House. 

At the same time, several of 
the organizations objecting to the 
bill, including the Hispanic Fed- 
eration, the League of United Latin 


.American Citizens and the National 


Alliance of Latin American and Ca- 
ribbean Communities, or NALACC, 
hailed the efforts of Democrats and 
Republicans in reaching an agree- 
ment. 

“Current immigration law is 


immoral, obsolete and it is urgent 
that it be changed, but in this pro-' 
cess we don’t want the interests of 
immigrants to be betrayed,” said 
NALACC’s Oscar Chacon. 

“The proposal is very far from 
the values espoused by the United 
States and the hopes of the immi- 
grant communities,” he said. 

“The plan, as it has been pre- 
sented, will leave millions of immi- 
grants without the same rights that 
those of us who are citizens have

and it concerns us that the erroneous 
idea that immigrants are a threat to 
this nation is clearly represented in 
this proposal,” he said. 

Chacon urged lawmakers to 
modify the compromise plan and 
come up with a bill that recognizes 
the importance and value of the im- 
migrant communities to the United 


States because, he said, “they con-* 


tribute to (the country’s) progress, 
well-being and diversity.” 

The NALACC executive said 
that immigrants more than anyone 
are interested in a just overhaul of 
the current law and stressed the 
responsibility that pro-immigrant 
groups have to stand up and de- 
nounce agreements “that are no 


“If the bill is not substantively 
improved, it will be difficult for 
organizations like ours to be proud 
of it,” he said. 

“We'll continue struggling 
because we want the final text that 
is approved to be worth it, and if at 
the end we don’t agree with it we’ll 
keep working until we ensure that 
immigrants are satisfied,” he said. 

Lilian Rodriguez, president of 
the Hispanic Federation, also reject- 
ed the content of the compromise 
bill worked out among Democratic 
and Republican lawmakers and the 
White House. 

“We're fighting for (immigra- 
tion) reform that doesn't divide 
our families and that offers a path 
to citizenship without unjust and 
unnecessary restrictions,” she said. 
“We don't support the accord the 
way itis.” 

Separately, religious groups are 
continuing to involve their parish- 
ioners in the debate, encouraging 
them to contact their members of 
Congress and demand changes to 
the compromise bill.

“Specifically, Congress should 
ensure that any final legislation con- 
tains a legalization program which 
is workable and includes family 
unity and a fair and realistic path to 
citizenship, a new worker program 
which provides participants a mean- 
ingful opportunity to obtain perma- 
nent residency, and the preservation 
of family unity as an integral part of 
the U.S. immigration system,” he 
said in aletter to Senate leaders. 

Among the main elements of 
the bipartisan accord is a provision 
to make work permits and a new 
“Z visa” available to the 12 million 
undocumented immigrants already 
in the United States. 

But they will have to pay a 
$5,000 fine and meet a number of re- 
quirements before obtaining a green 
card, including a “touchback” provi- 
sion mandating that migrants return 
to their homelands before applying 
for U.S. permanent residence. 

As a concession to the conser- 
vative wing of the Republican Party, 
the plan also includes doubling the 
number of Border Patrol inspectors 
and agents and building more fences 
along the frontier. 

Among the most controversial 
items in the plan is a system of 
points, still being worked-out, that 
- based on immigrants’ educational 
levels, salaries and family connec- 
tions - would determine whether 
or not they are eligible to obtain a 
coveted green card, 

The proposed scheme repre- 
sents a departure in that it would 
place considerations of skills and 
employers’ needs on a par with

El informe “Inmigrantes en 
Florida: característica y contribu- 
ciones”, del Instituto de Política 
Económica y Social de la Universi- 
dad Internacional de Florida (FIU), 
describe las condiciones de los 


trabajadores inmigrantes del estado 
entre el 2000 y el 2005. 

Sus autores destacaron que 
entre las contribuciones de los 
inmigrantes a la economía estatal, 
están sus pagos tributarios. j 

Los inmigrantes pagaron im- 
puestos federales-por un promedio 
anual estimado en-10,490 millones 
de dólares y 4,500 millones de 
dólares en tributos estatales y lo- 
cales entre 2002 y 2004. 

En cuanto a la asistencia so- 
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cial pública como seguro social y 
cupones de alimentos, el estudio 
determinó que “todos los inmi- 
grantes juntos” reciben cerca de 
1,619 dólares per cápita frente a los

programas Medicare y Medicaid,

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Aumento de violencia contra mujeres y ninos 


Londres (EFE) — La violen- 
cia contra las mujeres y los niños, y 
las amenazas contra los defensores 
de los derechos humanos registraron 
un fuerte aumento en El Salvador, 
Honduras, Guatemala y Nicaragua, 
según el último informe de Amnistía 
Internacional, que destaca la falta 
de avances en la lucha contra la im- 
punidad. El informe, hecho público 
en Londres, sobre “El estado de los 
derechos humanos en el mundo” el 


año pasado, no incluye a Costa Rica 
y Panamá porque, según la orga- 
nización, no había datos suficientes 
y significativos. 

En El Salvador, las denuncias 
de violencia contra las mujeres 
(286 fueron asesinadas entre ene- 
ro y agosto) continuaron, hubo 
amenazas contra los defensores de 
los derechos humanos y activistas 
políticos, y creció la preocupación

Senate plan to seek comprehensive 
immigration reform, and asked 
legislators of that country “to take 
advantage of the opportunity” be- 
ing offered them.

Victor Aviles said in a message that 
the govenment hopes for discussion 
of “a fundamental immigration re- 
form based on practical and realistic 
solutions.” 

Mexico, the source of most 
of the estimated 12 million un- 
documented immigrants now in the 
United States, said that the proposal 


announced in Washington “con- 
stitutes an important step towards 
approval of a comprehensive im- 
migration reform this year.” 

At the same time, officials here 
expressed the hope “that everyone 
contribute objectivity, maturity 
and determination to overcome the 
differences that persist around 
sensitive aspects of the bipartisan 
proposal.” 

The foreign ministry also said 
that President Felipe Calderon’s 
government “will continue work- 
ing to promote development that 
will offer greater opportunities for 
Mexicans in their own country.” 

The pact seeks to promote 
reform and contemplates greater 
border security, quick legalization 
for a large part of the undocumented 
immigrant population - though ob- 
taining permanent residence would 
take years and a guest-worker 
program. 

In a statement made on W-Ra- 
dio Mexican Jorge Bustamante, the 
United Nations rapporteur on im- 
migrants’ human rights, coincided 
with the government position but 
noted that there are “very anti-Mexi- 
can positions” among Republicans 
backing the measure. 

“Strong Republican Party op- 
position full of xenophobia and 
racism has generalized support, 
which makes it premature to think 
that there now exists legislation for 
legalization,” he said. 

Bustamante recommended that 
the Mexican government “take a 
more energetic position” than it has 
shown up to now, which has been 
“the weakest and the most useless.” 
Some 11 million Mexicans live in 
the United States, of which half are 
undocumented. 

Last year they sent back to their 
home country more than $23 billion 
in remittances, Mexico’s second- 
largest source of revenue after oil 
exports.<>

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Understand your options for choosing 


CL — A family with a small 
child puts so much thought into 
every detail - what stroller to buy, 
what formula to use, what color to 
paint the nursery. One of the most 
important decisions a family has to 
make may be one they put off the 
longest what kind of child care to 
use. The last thing parents want to 
think about is leaving their child 
with someone they don't know. 
According to a 2000 study by the 
Children's Defense Fund, child 
care can run almost $10,000 a year 
(more than the tuition at many 
state colleges). Indeed, this is not a 
choice to be taken lightly. So, which 
kind of child care is right for your 
little one? 

Day care 

A common choice of fami- 
lies is day care - a facility run by 
state-accredited individuals, which 
provides care for a large group of 
children from birth to elementary 
school age. Many large companies 
offer in-house facilities, providing 
parents an opportunity to drop by 
for lunch or story time - in fact, 
corporations often subsidize day 
care for their employees. Also, day- 
care centers typically hire licensed 
preschool teachers who can prepare 
children for kindergarten, teaching 
reading, math and social skills. 

When choosing day care, par- 
ents can contact the National Asso- 
ciation for the Education of Young 
Children (www.naeyc.org), which 
assigns accreditation for child-care 
centers. Their standards are gener- 


ally higher than those of individual 
states. However, be aware that the 
NAEYC only accredits about 10 
percent of centers. 

Nannies 

For families looking for a 
personal option, employing a live- 
in caretaker in the home can be a 
great choice. Nannies are salaried 
employees; according to the In- 
ternational Nanny Association, a 
nanny on the East Coast earns an 
average of $516 for a 50-hour week. 
The family provides room, board, 
possibly health insurance, an extra 
phone line and a television. 

Parents looking for the type 
of care a nanny provides without 
the cost may choose to hire an au 
pair. An au pair is a single, twenty-

something female who hails from 
countries such as France, Australia 
or the U.K. to attend college in 
the U.S. The International Au-Pair 
Organization (www.au-pair.org) is a 
place to start looking for an au pair 
who is right for your family. 

Baby-Sitter 

For stay-at-home moms or 
dads who need a few hours a week 
to run errands or get some time to 
themselves, hiring a baby-sitter 
can be ideal. When interviewing a 
baby-sitter, ask about her experience 
as well as the kind of training she’s 
had. The American Red Cross offers 
a course that certifies baby-sitters 
in first aid, diapering and feeding 
techniques, plus choosing age-ap- 
propriate games and toys.<>

El préstamo correcto de negocios 


CL — Para aquellos que se 
propongan comenzar un negocio 
o perfeccionar el ya existente, las 
cuestiones primordiales que deben 
considerar son el capital de inicio 
y cómo generar capital para hacer 
mejoras.

the employment sector is exploding. 
Hiring of temporary employees has 
doubled since the 1990s, balloon- 
ing at a rate five times faster than 
national employment on the whole. 
It is estimated by the Labor Depart- 
ment that by 2012 the sector will 
grow by another 50 percent and add 
some 1.8 million jobs. 

Start with the Agency 

Finding a good temporary 
employee, or “temp” as they are 
commonly known, starts with re- 
searching agencies. Temps do not 
work for you, they are employed 
by a staffing agency. The agency 
issues the paychecks, handles tax 
withdrawals, and may offer certain

benefits. 

Begin your search by selecting 
agencies that cater to your specific 
business sector. For example, some 
agencies handle advertising clients 
and others place those with parale- 
gal experience. These specialized 
agencies may offer employees who 
are a better fit for your needs. After 
narrowing down the possibilities, 
follow these steps: 

1. Interview the agencies: Ask 
questions such as: How many temps 
do you have on staff? How do you 
determine if an individual is quali- 
fied? Do you offer skill training or 
testing? How fast can a temp be 
placed in my office? 

2. Compare rates: Do a com- 
parison of what the different staff- 
ing agencies charge for what is 
offered. 

3. Get referrals: Ask for a full 
or partial client list so you can see 
what types of businesses are relying 
on this agency’s employees. Contact 
one or two of the clients to gauge 
their opinion of the agency. 

4. Present the agency with a 
scenario that typically occurs at your 
place of business and ask them how 
they would handle it. For example, 
“T have 10 press releases that need to 
be translated into Spanish by tomor- 
row for our new Latino clientele. 
How can you help?” If the agency 
answers that they are staffed with 
bilingual marketing experts who can 
be there within two hours, you may 
be inclined to work with them. 

Temp to Perm 

Using temporary employees 
can also be a low-commitment 
way to try out a person in a posi- 
tion before hiring an individual full 
time. Express well in advance to 
the agency that this position may 
become permanent. The agency 
may have a special commission 
for placing permanent employees. 
Also, as mentioned, some temps 
enjoy the flexible schedule allowed 
by working in a temporary capacity. 
Not everyone will be looking for a 
permanent hire.<> 
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Driving the 
Company Car

There are many valid business 
reasons for having a company car. 
For example, most businesses will 
need a car at some point so that the 
owners or employees can visit cus- 
tomers, make deliveries, and travel 
to industry conferences. Expenses 
related to cars that are used 100% 
for business purposes are fully de- 
ductible by the business. However, 
in many cases, the owner or an 
employee will use the company car 
for personal reasons. This is where 
the rules on deducting the related 
expenses get a little tricky. 

What is personal use? The 
most common scenario for personal 
use Of a car is commuting, or driv- 
ing back and forth from home to 
the workplace. The business can- 
not deduct commuting expenses 
no matter how far the employee or 
owner's home is from the regular 
workplace, even if they work during 
the commuting trip. 

Putting an advertising display 
on the company car does not change 
the use of the car from personal to 


business. Hauling tools or instru- 


ments in the company car while 
commuting to and from work does 
not necessarily make the car ex- 
penses deductible, either. 


However, if the owner or em- 
ployee’s principal place of business 
is in a home, they can deduct the 
cost of transportation between their 
home and their customer's place of 
business. 

The good news is that the 
business may still be able to deduct 
100% of the cost of operating the 
car, even if the car is used for per- 
sonal purposes. 

Business owners will have 
to keep track of their (and their 
employee's) personal use of the 
company car and include the ap- 
propriate amount in their personal 
income. Special rules apply in 
determining the amount that has to 
be included in income. 

The bad news is that some de- 
ductions for the car may be limited 
to a smaller amount if the personal 
use of the car is too much.

MS — A hospitalization or 
life-changing health care diagnosis 
will touch everyone's life eventu- 
ally. A sibling is diagnosed with 
cancer. A colleague’s baby is born 
too soon. A neighbor suffers a heart 
attack. An accident severely injures 
a niece. 

Times like these often bring 
family, friends and neighbors to ask, 
“How can I help?” But even the best 
of intentions can be waylaid when 
you don't know what to do or fear 
being too intrusive. 

“In the midst of a health care 
crisis, people live in a slow-mo- 
tion world overwhelmed with fear, 
uncertainty and critical health care 
decisions. They simply can't focus 
on - or may even forget about - day- 
to-day activities,” said Dr. Jesse 
Gruman, president of the Center 
for the Advancement of Health. 
“The burdens they're facing cause 
action-paralysis. They often don't 
know what they need or how to ask 
for help. Friends and family can best 
help by just doing whatever they see 
that needs doing. That will dramati- 
cally reduce stress and bring hope 
and relief to a hurting family.” There 
are many normal daily activities that 
get set aside in the days and weeks 
consumed with medical tests, doctor 
visits, surgeries, physical therapy or 
chemotherapy. Here are five specific 
ways to help until life resumes some 
sense of normalcy. 

1. Be Specific - Start at 
Home 

Try not to ask the general ques- 
tion, “How can I help?” Instead, 
take responsibility for a specific 
task and tell the family when it will 
be completed. Even asking, “Could 
I mow your lawn?” may result in a 
gentle brush-off for fear of imposi- 
tion. Telling the person, “I’m going 
to mow your lawn every Thursday” 


; 
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breaks down reservations. If your 
neighbor is away at the hospital 
day and night, get their newspapers, 
mail or deliveries. When you visit 
the hospital, deliver their personal 
cards, notes and letters, which can 
provide comfort and support during 
long hours. Water their flowers and 
plants. Turn the lights on and off to 
provide added security. 

2. Simplify Communication 

Keeping people informed of 
an individual's medical condition 
and progress also can be a major, 
and often hidden, stressor. “It is 
emotionally draining and physically 
exhausting for family members of a 
patient to repeat details of the treat- 
ment progress or latest test results 
with 10 people every day,” said 
Sona Mehring of CaringBridge. 
“It can be overwhelming and takes 
time away from their loved one - the 
person who really needs their atten- 
tion.” CaringBridge is a nonprofit 
service providing free, private and 
personalized web sites that serve as 
communication and support hubs 
during health care crises. 

3. Help with meals 

Provide ready-to-cook meals, 
frozen and portioned according 
to the family’s size. Many online 
recipe sources allow you to cus- 
tomize recipes for families of two 
or 12. And be creative families are 
too often overwhelmed with large 
pasta dishes. Make-and-bake meal 
preparation stores are convenient 
sources for unique, already-assem- 
bled meals. Gift cards to fast-food 
or casual dining restaurants come 
in handy on busy days. For family 
members who remain at home, go 
grocery shopping for staples like 
milk, bread, eggs, cereal, etc. Put 
the groceries away, and leave a 
note with meal suggestions for the 
week.

Zaragoza, Spain — Two thou- 
sand years ago, Roman legions built 
a trading post on the banks of the 
Ebro River in northeast Spain. They 
named it Caesaraugusta after their 
emperor at the time, Caesar Augusta. 
The city fell to Goth invaders in the 
fifth century, to Moors from North 
Africa in the eighth century and to 
Christian armies - who renamed it 
Zaragoza - in the 12th century. 

Today, Zaragoza is the sixth 
largest city in Spain, and it's packed 
with remnants of all these cultures 
and others, from Roman walls and 
baths to Moorish palaces to medi- 
eval cathedrals. What's more, the 
city is home to one of Spain's holiest 
relics, a jasper pillar on which the 
Virgin Mary is said to have appeared 
to the apostle St. James in 40 A.D. 

It's easy to get to Zaragoza, 
either on jets from other European 
countries or on a high-speed train 
from Spain's rail hub at Madrid a 
200-mile run in an hour and a half. 
Also, regular rail and highway 
lines link Zaragoza to Barcelona, 
Valencia and Bilbao, three more 
of Spain's top cities. So why isn't 
Zaragoza jammed with tourists? 

Barcelona, Madrid steal the 
show 

“We live in the shadows of 
(Spain’s) most popular tourist 
destinations,” said Constanza Her- 
nandez, a spokeswoman for the 
Zaragoza Tourism Board. The 
agency’s statistics show of Spain’s 
55.6 million yearly visitors from 
other countries, Zaragoza gets only 
136,000. And of Spain's 890,000 
visitors from the U.S., just 6,300 


bed down in Zaragoza. Conversely, 
Barcelona draws close to 300,000 
annual visitors, and Madrid hosts 
over 200,000. 

While attracting relatively 
few overnight guests, Zaragoza 
has lots of day-visitors, Hernandez 
noted. Many are Spanish pilgrims 
who come to worship in the city’s 
famed Basilica del Pilar, where the 
six-foot-high pillar of the Virgin 
Mary’s appearance can be seen and 
even touched. Others are traveling 
between Madrid and Barcelona 
and stop just long enough to do a 
little sightseeing and have lunch 
in a tapas restaurant. Near the Ba- 
silica are the Romanesque La Seo 
Cathedral and the Gothic Palacio 
de la Lonja among other storybook 
reminders of the city’s past. All told, 
Zaragoza offers 200 historical sites, 
including a classic Islamic palace 
known as the Aljaferia. 


Some hotels are within walking distance of the main historic district. 


After being captured by Chris- 
tian forces in 1118, the palace was 
turned into the royal court of the 
kingdom of Aragon; today, it’s the 
seat of government for the “au- 
tonomous community” of Aragon, 
a state-like region of the country 
in which Zaragoza is the principal 
city. 

Starting in mid-2008, local 
officials expect to see their histori- 
cal sites, museums, restaurants and 
shops brimming with overnight 
guests, including a much higher 
number of foreigners - and among 
those a lot more relatively big- 
spending visitors from the U.S. 

The big spark: Expo 2008 

Just across the Ebro River from 
Zaragoza, thousands of workers 
are turning a stretch of land about 
half the size of New York’s Central 
Park into Expo Zaragoza, a $2 bil- 
lion world’s fair-like project set to 


open June 14, 2008. It’s expected 
to draw 6 million ‘visitors over a 
three-month run. 

Under the theme “Water and 
Sustainable Development,” the 
project will feature a 60-acre exhibi- 
tion area packed with water-related 
pavilions and plazas, flanked by 
a sprawling, 300-acre water park. 
Looking down on all this will be a 
transparent, 20-story tower shaped 
like a drop of water. 

Also on the site will be what 
a spokesman describes as “the 
largest river-themed aquarium in 
the world.” And a nine-mile sec- 
tion of the Ebro’s shoreline will be 
turned into an “open air museum” 
spotlighting dozens of works of art 
along the way. 

New hotels are being built all 
over town to handle the crowds. 
Among them is the 178-room Reina 
Petronila, which when opened will 
be Zaragoza’s first, and Spain’s 
30th, ultra-posh “Grand Luxe”-rated 
hotel. After Expo, just about every- 
thing on the site will be converted to 
ongoing attractions, aimed at repo- 
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Zaragoza to welcome 
six million visitors 


sitioning Zaragoza as a mainstream 
tourist destination. “We expect Expo 
to do for Zaragoza what the (1992) 
Olympics did for Barcelona and the 
(1992) World’s Fair did for Seville,” 
Hernandez said. 

Patricia Wood Winn, press 
and public relations officer for the 
Chicago office of the Tourist Office 
of Spain, noted that a new high- 
speed rail link from Barcelona to 
Zaragoza will be in operation by the 
time Expo opens, complementing 
the existing high-speed service to 
Zaragoza from Madrid.
